All these bave, as « simple matter of history 
and not of controversy, made the initial error of establish- 
ing points of difference instead of points of agreement ; 
of forbidding and cutting off ‘‘ him that followed not with 
us” instead of sceing with the Divine cyes of perfect 
wisdom and absolute love that “he that is not against us 
is on our part.” 

Tt was unity of spirit that our Lord wanted, not 
uniformity, even in following Him. Uniformity is not in 
steel Gesirable ; if ever it was reached it might lead to 
stagnation. The works of God in nature are a perpetual 
protest against uniformity. The scientist with his lens 
would prove to us in a moment that no two blades of 
grass, no two grains of corm, no two leaves on a tree, no 
two sheep on the hillside, no two human faces are identi- 
cally alike. In the anity of idea there is the utmost 


eternal principle, “‘he that is not against us is on our 
part,” although the particular man in question was not 
even following Christ. The experiment, wherever tried, 
has always proved a failure. 

The strongest example of St. John’s spirit in history is 
He determined to

War, and, of the final defeat, decadence, and, for a time, 
extinction of that country. By the Inquisition, by tor- 
ture, by burning, by imprisonment, by confiscation, he 
ardently and with his whole heart tried to carry out the 
disastrous policy of the unenlightened disciple in forbid- 
ding. He was taught his folly when in afer life, broken 
down by perpetual failure and disappointment, he laid 
aside his crown and retired into the monastery of St. 
Just, and began to amuse himself by constructing clocks ; 
for he found, by repeated experiments, that with all his 
patience and mechanical skill he was unable to make 
two clocks for any length of time to go exactly alike. 

The spirit of unity urges us to take as little notice 
as possible of differences and divergencies, and to lay 
every stress on points in common. It has been well said 
by Frederick Robertson that “the real union of the 
human race lies in oneness of heart.” (The gift of 
tongues, being a gift of the Spirit, neutralized confusion. ) 
The world is craving for unity: this is the distinct con- 
scious longing of our age. It is something to be on the 


right track. Some expect this by uniformity of customs, :

expect it through oneness of language. Philosophers

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earnestly on these points of unity and see who exhibit 
them, and however disagreeable it may Le to our proud 
hearts, to extend to all such the sympathy of Christian 
brotherhood. However important other matters may be. 
they are not here mentioned by St. Paul as points of 
unity, and we have no permission to set them up as such. 
We may think the Roman Catholics err in life, cere. 
monial, and faith, like the Church of Jerusalem, 
Alexandria, and Antioch ; bat deep down below all their 
accretions and additions and developments they keep fast 
hold to the points of unity. We may consider that the 
Latheran and Calvinistic Charches have broken too 
sharply with the historic organization of the past ; but. 
at any rate, like ourselves, they rejoice in the one mys. 
tical Body, the one Spirit, the one hope, the one Lord, 
the one faculty of believing, the one baptism, the one 
God and Father of all. Even so at home we may hold 
it to be a great misfortune that outside the communion of 
the National Church there should be (ongregationalisis. 
Kaptists, Presbyterians, Methodists, and others ; but we 
have no reason to be constantly dwelling on those obvious 
points of divergence which the unfortunate mistakes of 
the past on both sides have produced, but rather to re- 
joice in the great common region of primary, essential 
beliefs, and to say, in the words of St. Paul at the end 
of this epistle: ‘‘ Grace be with all them that love our 
Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity.” Depend upon it, a good 
man of a good woman, with cettain superficial differences. 
is very much the same whether he or she be Roman. 
Eastern, Anglican, Lutheran, Presbyterian, Congre- 
gationalist, Baptist, or Methodist. 

What can we do, then? As I said before, it seems 
practically impossible that formal reunion should come in 
our own day: the fissures are too deep, the traditions too 
strong, the loyalty to the different bodies too ingrained. 
There is no douwlt that if the Lord Jesus Christ were to 
reappear on earth He would find much to rebuke and 
reform in all of as: the Romans and Easterns for their 
accretions and their lack of humility and charity; we 
Anglicans for our sensitiveness and our want of proportion . 
the Nonconformists for their undervaluing of unity ; and 
there would be other points amongst us all, But we must 
take care never to assume Christ's prerogative, climb up 
into His judgment throne, and condemn those who follow 
not with ourselves. 

We must be very strict with our consciences, never to 
exaggerate into points of unity those important matters 
of our belief which are outside the great essential founda- 
tion verities of faith. 

However desirable certain pretty customs, habits, 
ceremonies, or fashions “may seem, we must steadily 
deny ourselves of them if they would hinder the spirit 
of unity. 


We must take every opportunity of co-operating 
wherever we can in works of charity, philanthropy, and 
common religion with those servants of Christ, on which 
ever sile they may be, who are unhappily separated from 
our Communion. 

And with all our past lamentable, unutterable mistakes 
in view, we ought to be very humble in our attitude, 
charitable in our judgment, and tender and respectful 
towards those who differ from us. While conscientiously 
holding to our own views, as what we honestly believe to 
he truest and most reasonable, we ought not to act as if 
no other view was possible to minds differently trained 
and in different circumstances from our own. We have 
no right to imagine, as so many calmly take for granted, 
that we have arrived at complete, accurate theologica! 
knowledge, any more than we should allow that claim 
to the Romans, the Fasterns, the Lutherans, the Pres! 
terians, the Congregationalists, the Baptists, or the 
Methodists. The probabilities of misapprebension and 
imperfect comprehension in human estimates and expres: 
sions are too overwhelmingly great. 

How deplorably sad it would be if we were to find 
that all these years we had been proudly and haughtily 
forbidding, because he followed not with us, some 
humble and genuine servant of the Lord whom the Lor!

It is with sincere regret that we record the death 
of Canon Fleming, who for over forty years was 
a member of the Council of the Evangelical 
Alliance, and for twenty-five years one of its 
walued Honorary Secretaries. Canon Fleming's 
death came as a shock to many. He was not ill 
long. He preached his usual farewell sermons, 
prior to his autumnal residence in York, on 
August 16th; on Tuesday, September ist, he 
entered into rest. So, He giveth His beloved 
sleep. 

Much prominence 
has been given by the 
Press, both secular 
and religious, to the 
passing of Canon 
Fleming, evidence of 
the wide confidence 
and esteem in which 
he was held by all 
The Aweord of Sept- 
ember 4th contains 
Rev. Arthur Finlayson, 
Vicar of Stoneaston, 
Bath, an eloquent 
tribute, and we note 
that the same writer, 
a life-long friend of 
Canon Fleming's, bas 
been requested by the 
family to write his 
biography.

All the earth is now 
being girdled by the spirit of prayer and by the spread 
of missions both at home and abroad.

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Alliance Movements in Germany . 
Report of the Frankfort Conference. 


A Conrexence of mech importance to the 
future of Alliance influence and work im Germany 
has just taken place at F rankfort-on-Main, and we 
are enabled to give an account of the proceedings. 
Five separate Branches of the Evangelical Alliance 
in Germany were represented, and throughout the 
various sessions there have been large—in some 
cases very large—aodiences, and an earnest spirit 


of brotherly love and marked enthusiasm for the_ 


spread of Alliance principles and work throughout 
the Fatherland. ‘ 

On Sunday, September 25th, in various Churches 
well-attended morning services were devoted to 


' _ emphasizing the Divine truth of the oneness of the 


Charch of Christ, and in the afternoon, at 4 p.m., 
at the Vereinshaus, “ Nord Ost,” built by Mr. Chas. 


de Neufville twenty years ago, for religious purposes — 


on the basis of the Evangelical Alliance, the great 
opening meeting was held. The large hall and 
annexed rooms were crowded, about 1,500 persons 
being present. Ten minutes before the time set 
for the. beginning the large audience sang the 
beautiful hymn, “ Come, Holy Ghost,” after which 
the doors were shut and short fervent prayers 


arose to the Throne of Grace, offered by various | 


brethren of different denominations. The President 
of the Frankfort Branch gave a brief sketch of the 
foundation and work of the Evangelical Alliance, 
mentioning that the Council of the British Organi- 
zation had sent the General Secretary of the 
Alliance to be present.

which misconception led to the theory of predestina. 
tion, in the sense of God having eternally chosen 
each individual either for damnation or salyation. 
But God cannot by any eternal decree have damned 
any one to perish without any possibility of help. 
The “as” in the text can only mean the Church 
as a whole. The election or calling of the Church 
belongs to eternity, but that of the individual to 
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time, it is conditioned by man's will. Grace is 
offered to all sinners without exception. Every one 
may accept it. There is no irresistible grace. 
Zinzendor{ was said never to have fallen from 
“ baptismal grace,” yet be confessed that for him 
the hour came when he had to be converted from 
his “ego.” The individual becomes assured of his 
gracious election after the experience of the new 
birth. That assurance does not stanfl at the 
beginning of Christian life, bet in its senith It is 
the height of all experiences of Divine love.

The International Monument of the 


Reformation in Geneva. 
By Rev. Professor Lucien Gautier, D.D.. Ph.D., Geneva. 


On July toth, 1509, John Calvin was born at 
Noyon, in Picardy. 

John Calvin! That name may certainly be 
numbered among those of the men who have 
exerted the most powerful, deep, and lasting 1n- 
fluence not only in their own time, but during the 
following centuries. It is natural that all the 
countries, churches, and communities which have 
felt that influence, and still feel it, should unite for 
a solemn commemoration of the 400th anniversary 
of Calvin's birth. Of course, this commemoration 
will take place everywhere, in all the parts of the 
world where the Reformation has had its blessed 
effects upon the réligious, moral, and social life of 
men. Bat it is also natural and desirable that a 
sort of central and synthetic celebration should be 
instituted Two cities might compete for it ; 
Noyon, where Jobn Calvin was born, and Geneva. 
where he lived and worked for the greater part of 
his life, and where he died, leaving the continuation 
of his life task to his disciples, and, first of all, to 
Beza. Now, Noyon is entirely out of the question ; 


the principles of the Reformation have not prevailed 


in it. Geneva, on the contrary, has for centuries 
lived as a permanent testimony to the great 
Reformer’s lasting influence. Its present citizens 
have been extremely desirous to make their city 
the centre of next year’s celebration, and have 
been preparing the erection of a monument worthy 
of its destination and representing the action of 
- the Calvinian Reformation throughout the world. 
For that purpose an artistic competition has been 
organized, and September 15th was the appointed 
day for the delivery of the projects. These have 
just arrived, and their number—about sixty-five— 
is greater than any one might have supposed 
beforehand. It is to be hoped that the quality 
will not be inferior to the quantity. Thus, the 
jury, which counts among its members several of 
the best known sculptors and architects of different 
countries, will have a most interesting task in dis- 
tributing prizes to the highest deserving projects. 
Ultimately a definitive plan will have to be selected 
and the work of execution undertaken. Next year,» 
when the Church of Geneva will celebrate the fourth 
centenary of Calvin’s birth, and at the same time 
the University of Geneva, Calvin's old Academy, 
its 350th anniversary, the foundation stone of the 
“International Monument of the Reformation” 


will be laid. According to the programme, care- 
fully drawn up by the committee, the monument 
will present, as a central group, the statue of Calvin, 
surrounded by his most intimate friends and helpers, 
Farel, Kaox, and Beza. Further on, the influence 
of the Reformation in the different countries of 
Europe and America will be symbolized by other 
statues and bas-reliefs representing the great states- 
men and warriors who have played a prominent 
part in the extension of Keformed principles. This 
memorial, which will stand at the foot of the old 
walls of Geneva, in the beautiful Promenade des 
Bastions, in the immediate neighbourhood of the 
University, will be for the inhabitants of the town, 
and for visitors coming from far and near, an 
acknowledgment and a token of gratitude to a 
glorious past, and simultaneously an incitement 
given to the rising generation to remember and to 


follow the great leaders of former days. 


Perhaps some may think that this testimony 
might have taken another form—a foundation, 
an institution, a library perhaps, or an hospital, 
has been suggested ; but after a long and h- 
going examination of the possibilities, the idea of 
a monument, historically instructive and artistically 
effective, has been adopted as the most suitable 
means not only for impressing a lesson on the 
minds of those who are already convinced, but

“Dear Mr. Gooch,—I am happy to say that 
Mr. Heghinian was released last week, and seems 
well, though his hair has turned grey during his 
ten months’ imprisonment. He is very appre- 
ciative of and grateful for what friends in Great 
Britain have done in his behalf. I gave him your 
address several days ago, and perhaps he has 
already written you.

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Blankenburg Conference. 


THe Blankenburg Conference has proved a 
time of mach spiritual power and blessing. The 
numbers attending were very large, composed of 
representatives of various countries, some having 
come as far as from Siberia. The new Alliance 
Hall, seating upwards of 2,000 people, was crowded 
each day, both morning and evening, as also at 
most of the afternoon assemblies. The absence of 
Baron von Thuemmier, President of the Blanken- 
berg Evangelical Alliance, was much lamented, 
and prayer was offered for his restoration from the 
pain and weakness be has been suffering con- 
sequent on a recent fall from his horse. His place 
was ably filled by Baron von Thiele Winkler, 
whose brief and well-chosen words gave a keynote 
at the opening of each meeting. 

The subject chosen for the Conference was 
Ephesians iii. and iv., affording a gratd opporiunity 
for the exposition of Alliance principles. Much 
impetus has been given to the cause of Christan 
unity on the Continent by the expositions and 
enforcing of the great truths concerning the 
oneness of the true Church of Christ, and the 
place ecoupied in the purpose of Cod by the 
Church in this dispensation. 

Among the speakers were General von Viebahn, 
Pastor Stockmayer, Pastor Modersohn, Professor 
Stroeter, and others. By invitation of the Com- 
mittee of the Blankenburg Evangelical Alliance, 
Rev. W. Fuller Gooch attended the Convention 
as the speaker from England, also representing 
the Council of the British Organization of the 
Evangelical Alliance. 

The meetings were marked by a consciousness 
of the Divine presence in the midst. A special 
feature of the Blankenburg meetings is the early 
morning prayer-meeting, which this year, instead 
of being held in the large hall, was divided into 
three separate portions. The lesser hall, seating 
goo people, was crowded each morning, as also 
was anothier smaller room.

At a great missionary meeting addresses were 
given on many aspects of missionary work, inclad- 
ing one by Rev. Samuel H. Wilkinson, of the 
Mildmay Mission to the Jews.

Ahogether the Conference was one calling for 
devout praise and thanksgiving to the Head of 
the Church. A strong desire was expressed on 
ail sides for closer union and co-operation between 
all branches of the Alliance in the various countries 
where they exist. The practical spirit which ac- 
companied all the proceedings was evidenced by 
the fact that at one meeting alone £240 was con- 
tributed for missionary purposes.

It is many years since the Evangelical Alliance 
was called upon to actively engage in as many 
departments of practical work as are now occupy- 
ing its attention. Mention has been made in 
“EVANGELICAL CHRISTENDOM” of new work 
coming to its hands demanding increased income, 
hence we think at the opening of a winter campaign 
an outline of some of the obligations under which 
the Council of the Alliance find themselves will serve 
to interest our readers, and, we trust, to incite to 
self-sacrifice, so that all plans for furthering the 
principles of the Alliance at home and abroad, and 
Evangelistic and other work upon which it is 
entering, may be fulfilled. 

Apart from the provision of a suitable home for 
the Alliance—the new Alliance House— in accord- 
ance with the scheme which has been formulated, 
and concerning which we hope to communicate 
more definitely at a later date, the practical work 
of the Alliance stands at the present time in need 
of at least £1,500 beyond its ordinary income. 
We feel sure that all members and supporters of 
the Alliance will desire that there should be no 
curtailment of the useful programme which is here 
sketched out, and which will be engaging attention 
during the next twelve months. 

This programme is varied and far reaching. 

On the Continent of Europe much importance 
attaches to the present campaign of the Evangelical 
Alliance. The International Conference held in 
London last year resulted in widespread realization 
of the opportunities and great possibilities before 
the Alliance. Many of the delegates who attended 
the Conference returned to their homes determined 


to help to extend the principles and testimony of — 


the Alliance in the countries they represented. 
As a result, much good work is being accomplished, 
and from east to west, north to south of the 
Continent of Europe there are practical evidences 
that Alliance work is not only progressing, but is 
accomplishing great results. We refer more 
directly to the work of Continental Branches in 
various directions, such as (@) Conferences for 
mutual discussion with a view to the removal of 
difficulties contributing to lack of closer union 
between representatives of State and Free Churches, 
and for consideration of how best to promote the 
work of Evangelization on Alliance lines. Good 
results have followed such Conferences held within 
the last few months, and others are about to be. 
held in yarious parts. (4) Conventions for the 
deepening of the spiritual life, some of which are 


122 


held under Alliance auspices. Others, while 
exhibiting the true Alliance spirit, have been held 
apart from any specific organization. That the 
‘Alliance is influencing Christians on the Continent 
im this direction is a happy outcome of its labours 
in the past and present. 

But present dangers of false criticism of the 
Word of God and the spread of rationalism on 
the Continent are also calling for our active in- 
terest in the translation and publication of Alliance 
literature for widespread distribution. Not only 
in Germany, France, and even in so far remote a 
country as Iceland, are appeals coming to the 
Council of the Alliance for such literature, but we 
are advised through reliable sources that the new 
effort in Russia must be identified with the pro- 
vision of suitable evidential and Gospel literature. 
This it is the most prayerful and earnest wish of 
the Alliance to provide. At all costs, the testimony 
of the Evangelical Alliance, not only in more in- 
fluential Branches, but in all its newly formed 
organizations, must be to the Inspiration, Authority, 
and Sufficiency of the Word of God, and to the 
essential and glorious doctrines of the Gospel, by 
which alone the unreached masses, whether in 
Russia or elsewhere, hungering for the Bread of 
Life. can be really satisfied. 

in addition to this, various deputation work will 
engage our attention during the next twelve 
months ; the most important undertaking being a 
visit to Canada which the Council have been 
invited to arrange for; an invitation which has 
been accepted. In the early summer of next year 
the General Secretary hopes to pay a visit to 
Canada in order to make arrangements for the 
deputation, which will include a series of meetings 
over a wide area. It is a pleasure to announce 
that the Ven. Archdeacon Madden, of Liverpool, | 
and the Rev. George Hanson, M.A., D.D., of 
Marylebone Presbyterian Church, have provision- 
ally accepted the Council’s invitation to visit 
Canada in the autumn of 1909. Under such 
auspices, the greatest possible results would accrue 
to the cause of the Evangelical Alliance in Canada ; 
but we must remind our friends of the necessary 
cost of such an undeitaking, and ask for special 
financial help in view of it. 

The forthcoming Week of Prayer is also engaging 
special attention, and promises to exceed by far in 
usefulness and far-reaching influence the observance 
of any previous year. Realizing the need of united 
prayer at home and abroad, the Council have more 
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recently committed themselves to heavy expense in 
the translation and printing of the Universal Week 
of Prayer Programme in various foreign languages. 
It is our earnest desire that the Alliance may be in 
a position to afford special grants for extending the 
Week of Prayer by translation of the I'rogramme 
into languages other than those in which it is 
already printed. 

The help of the Evangelical Alliance is being 
sought at present on behalf of Religious Liberty in 
Austria, where there are special difficulties, but 
great need for united action, which might, under 
(,od, open the way for the removal of barriers to 
the progress of Gospel effort in this country. 

Malta is also calling for renewed effort in the 
interests of religious liberty beyond what has 
already been accomplished. The question of civil 
marriage in Malta is one of vital interest to Pro- 
testantism in this Colony ; at the same time, it is a 
subject requiring earnest prayer and judicious 


treatment. To this end the Council hope to 
arrange for an influential deputation from the Evan- 
gelical Alliance to visit these countries, in order to 
report after personal investigation concerning the 
present condition of religious liberty and the best 
means by which amelioration may be effected. In 
past years similar deputations have visited various 
parts of the Continent with the highest possible 
good to the cause of religious liberty and to tried 
Christians suffering on account of oppression. 
Such deputations cannot be undertaken with- 
out special demands on Alliance funds, and are 
in themselves added reason for the present 
appeal. 

We ask continued and earnest prayer on the 
part of all readers for the present and future work 
of the Alliance, of which we have given but a brief 
outline. We have by no means detailed al! efforts 
engaging attention and demanding increased ex. 
penditure.

the Revival 1859. 
Appeal the Christian People Ireland. 


DEAR BRETHREN, 

Next year will be the Giftieth anniversary of the Revival of 1859. 

Among the great movements through which it has pleased God from time to time to visit His 
Church,.to revive the waning interest in religion, to extend His Kingdom, and to bring the blessings of 
His Holy Gospel to countless hearts and homes, the Revival of 1859 will ever have a prominent place. 

Though associated chiefly with the North of Ireland, its reviving, saving, and sanctifying influence 
extended throughout the whole land, if not everywhere with the same visibility and intensity, yet with a 
depth and a reality the effects of which remain till this day. - 

As a further proof that it was from God, a similar movement, beginning in the same way and with 
similar tokens of power and blessing, but without any conscious co-operation, took place in America, 


which has also left its deep and indelible impression on the religious life of that great Continent. It was 
followed by a like Revival in Scotland and in Wales, and its influence was felt throughout the whole 


United Kingdom, apd beyond it. 

As far as the earthly origin of this great work can be traced, it began, as every such movement must, 
in prayer. ‘In September, 1857, four young men met together in a school-house in the district of Connor, 
in the county of Antrim, to pray for the blessing of God upon the preaching of His Word. upon the 
labours of His servants, and upon the various agencies which were being used for the salvation of souls 
and the extension of Christ’s Kingdom. This spirit of prayer existed in many places and was manifest 
in many ways, in prayer unions, in fervent evangelistic ministries, and in earnest open-air preaching in 
towns and villages. . 

But with all this the needs of hee Gee baie res It had been preceded ‘by years of much 
spiritual deadness; and controversies, prolonged ond bitter, had separated into hostile camps the 
professed ay of Christ. 
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history of the movement. Notwithstanding the many years which have since elapsed, and the great and 
striking changes which have taken place in every department of life, the blessed and gracious results of 
the movement are happily still with us. 

The fiftieth anniversary of this great movement is surely suggestive of serious and anxious thought 
to all the friends of vital Christianity, especially in our own country. The need of Revival is everywhere 
felt and confessed, and in all branches of the Church there is a longing for greater power and biessing. 

Is not this a time for much heart-searching and prayer, for a closer study of and increased leyalty to 
the Holy Scriptures, for the removal of every obstacle, individual and corporate, which stands in the 


The circumstances are favourable as they never have been. We are, in a large measure, happily 
free from the perplexing controversies which are disturbing other communities and Churches, The very . 
sorrows of our country, so painful and so long-continued, must be appealing to the heart of God. On 
behalf of scarcely any land has such a cry of prayer, day by day and year by year, been ascending to 
His throne. These prayers must be beard and answered. . 

The Council of the Irish Branch of the Evangelical Alliance, representing a Society which has for 
prayer and effort in the service of our common Lord and Master, make this appeal to their brethren of 
all the Churches. It is our prayer, in which we confidently believe you will earnestly and cordially join, 
that ere the year closes there will be such a manifestation of God's grace and mercy in our beloved land 
as will bring glory to His holy name and blessing unspeakable to all. i

In Remembrance. 


WE have to record with very deep regret the loss 
the Alliance has sustained through the death of 
several prominent and active members. These 
include two members of the Council, Rev. Canon 
Woopwarp, D.D., and Mr. James Draxe. 

Canon Woodward has left behind the testimony 

of a strenuous life, unswerving in its devotion to 
the Word of God. He was ardently attached to 
the Evangelical Alliance, being for many years a 
Liverpool representative of its Council. A writer 
in the Record says : 

“More than fifty years’ unswerving loyalty to 
Evangelical truth as he had received it, a generous 
support of the great Societies with which his party is 
identified, a heart on hre with love for his Master and 
the true pastoral zeal for the salvation of others, a 
preaching at once schularly, moving, and eloquent, 
and a courage which never once failed —these are the 
outstanding featutes of his ministry. It my be that 
the main stream of modern Evangelicalism had left 
him behind; it may also be that there was a sort of 
‘splendid isolation’ abeat him, due possibly to idiosyn- 
crasy, but more probably, I think, to his pronounced 
dislike of anything he comsidered compromise, even 
in small matters. Thus to the end the preaching 
vestment at St. Silas's, Toxteth, was a black gown ; 
and the surpliced choir, harvest decorations, and 
choral services of many ‘liberal’ Evangelical Charches 
received short shrift at his hands. He was before al! 
things a Protestant Evangelical, and viewed with deep 
concern some of the later develojunents of those who 


would have called themselves of his party. But none 

the less I venture to hold that his personality, rare, 

beautiful and commanding as it was, deserved the 
fullest recognition at the hands of Evangelical Church 
men.” 

Mr. Drake was an active member of the South 
London Branch of the Alliance, seldom absent 
from its meetings. He was for some years a 
member of our Executive Council, although since 
a severe illness, some months prior to his death, he 
had not shared in the monthly meetings. We 
deeply mourn his loss and tender respectful sym- 
pathy with his widow and family so suddenly 
bereaved. 

Others called home during the symmer have 
been Rev. J. Comming ; Professor de Rouge- 
mont, by whose untimely death, after ascending 
the Jungfrau, the NeuchAtel Branch of the Alliance, 
and the Alliance as a whole, loses a friend and 
helper of much ability. It will be remembered 
that Mr. de Rougemont attended the Internationa! 
Conference held in London last year, and his 
portrait, with the address he delivered on the 
occasion, appear in the volume containing the 
report of the proceedings. 

We also regret to report the death of Mrs. Milne 
Collie, of Florence, a life member of the Alliance 
and a warm supporter ; also of Rev. Robt. Turner- 
Sole, of Margate, Rev. John Robson, D.D., and 
Mr. C. Russell Hurditch.

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Books worth Reading. 


THE LIFE OF JOHN WILKINSON, THE 
JEWISH MISSIONARY. By his youngest Son, 
Samvuet Hinps Wiikinson. (Morgan & Scott, 
Lid. 6d. net.) 

Few lives made an impression on (Christian and 
missionary circles of the last century so strong and deep 
as the life of the subject of this memoir. The fervour 
and wholeheartedness with which his life was given to 
the furtherance of the Gospel among the |ewish people 
was only equalled by that of the great Apostle, who sani, 
“T could wish that mveelf were accursed from Christ 
for my brethren, my kinsmen according to the flesh, 
who are Israciites.” It was fitting that ech a story as 
that of his devoted life and labours should be written 
and left on record, and, pre-eminently so, that it shoeki 
he written by the son upon whom the father's mantle 
has assuredly fallen. The volume before us is al once 
comprehensive and yet full of detail as to the great 
work which Mr. Wilkinson was enabled of God to carry 
out. It covers a long period of service, our departed 
brother having for more than half a century laboun d 
to promote the work of God in its relation to the seed 
of Abraham, and that with manifest indirect results more 
even than equal to those which so blessedly attended his 
own personal efforts. This biographer says in the preface : 
** My father's life is an illustration of the type that God's 
work among the Jews demand: : it needs such men of 
faith, honour, ability, love, and zeal as he; but his life 
is also an illustration of the type that God's work among 
_the Jews, under its present conditions, froduwer. The 
peculiar requirements of this work, its special harmony 
with God's mind and purpose, its characteristic diffi. 
culties, became a school of grace and obedience to the 
Divine will.” And from this point of view the volume 
will serve an important purpose. Both in his connection 
with the work of the British Society for the Propagation 
of the Gospel among the Jews as seen in his earlier 
years, and still more in his labours as founder and 
director of the Mildmay Mission, John Wilkinson was 
a striking type of the single-hearted and simple-minded 
believer in God. Between him and the beloved Hudson 


Taylor, the founder of the China Inland Mission, there. 


were many points of close resemblance : both alike as 
servants of Christ eschewing all carnal confidence, and 
submitting themselves in the whole conduct of their 
work absolutely to the known mind and will of the 
Lord. This is admirably shown in the successive 
chapters of the memoir. Mr. Wilkinson's advocacy 
of the personal return of the Lord Jesus as the great 
hope alike for the Church, for the Jew, ‘and for the 
world at large formed a great feature of his able 
ministry as an exponent of prophetic truth; while 
his treatment of dispensational themes in their bearing 
upon Jew and Gentile was at once calm, judicions,
